Q, Win God vaisd up Extraordinary Fudges a- 
mong the \iraelites, did tire Power of the Sanhedrim, 
or Great Council of tie Nation immediately ceafe upon 
their Creaticn? 

A, Some think, that there was no fuch Council, 
as the Sanhedrim is defcrib'd,:ill long after the Cape 
tivity.

hemiah After the Captivity, as any one may per- 
ceive upon a diligent Pernfal of thofe particular 
places of Holy Writ. And indeed, the Various 
Circumitances of the Ifraelites plainly Prove, that it 
muit have been frequency diffolv’d, fince char Un- 
happy People were ofien in Bondage to fuch Infulr- 
ing Enemies, as treated chem not with the {ameGe- 
nerolity as did the Romans afterwards, who {uffer’d 
the Sanbcdrim to Retain fome appearance of Autho- 
rity, of Authority fubordinate ro the Roman Go- 
vernor. 

As thofe Extraordinary Judges were Invefted 
with the {ame Supremacy with their Great Prede- 
celfor Ai f-s, fo it may be reafonably fuppos’d, that 
they aliow'd the Szn'ed im the fame Authority in- 
du'gd under the Adminiftration of Mefesy who ap- 
pointed the Members of that Council by the Prue 
dest Advice of his Father Je'ro. And if itbe en- 
quir'd, what Authorit the Members» f that Coun- 
cu had during the Mota:ck Adminiftrartion, the 
Scriptures acquaint us, cha M/°s torrufted Them 
with the Decifion of [nfestor Mares, ReOrving 
the more Importan: Cafes to himfcif, And as rhofe 
foremention’d Extraotdiwary Judges are Compar’d 
to the Dictators of Rome, who wanted nothing bur 
the Name of Kings. fo we may confider, that du- 
ring the Con: nuance of a Dictaior’s Supreme Au- 
thoriry the Roman Senate were ftill Invefted with 
a fubordinate Superiniendency over Affairs cf } ft 
fer Mument.

Don't you think Smoaking heops me 
from prowing fatter s Lrur Opinion, whether I had 
better let it alone, I find hitherto mo manner of Ine 
Cimveniony by tr, and have been an Artift at it thefe 
fix Tear Be fv hind as prve your Fudg ment herein,and 
you will u.ry much add to that Great Satiifaction I ale 
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ways take in your Apollo. I am with the greateft 
Submiffion, Worthy Gentlemen, &c. 

A. It muft be acknowledged, that generally 
fpeaking, {moaking of Tobacco agreeth better with 
People of a fat than of a lean Conftitution ; but 
this General Rule may meet with fome Exceptions, 
and fince you find no manner of Inconveniency af- 
ter having ufed it for thefe fix Years, you may leem 
to be one of them, tho’ perhaps you are not ill- 
grounded to entertain a Sufpicion that it keeps you 
from growing fatter, by it’s too much attenuating, 
if not wafting, the Nutritive Juice, which would 
ftill be more wafted, if you did Spit as often as you 
are provok’d to ir. For our Spittle is not to be look'd 
upon as an ufelefs Excrement, but on the contrary, 
asa very ufeful Juice,and when duly qualified high- 
ly conducing to a good Digeftion, and confequent- 
ly promoting the good Nourifhment of the Body. 
But it is very likely that by the fmoak of To- 
bacco it is made lefs fit for that neceffary work, a 
Proof of that is, that great Smoakers generally lofe 
in a great Meafuretheir Appetite, Wherefore we 
are apt ro conclude, that tho’ you do nor fenfibly 
find that it does you any hurt, yet you might fare 
betrer withour it if you had refolution enough to 
leave it off by degrees. . 

Q. Gentlemen, I refer it to you. May one be fatd 
to be in a Paffion, that ufes neither Hand, Foor, 
Tongue, or Head, in Expreffion ? . 

A. Tis poffible to be poffefs'd by Paffion, with- 
out thofe external Signs of it, tho’ {uch Paffion may 
nor deferve Reflection, fince it appears to be go- 
vern'd by Prudence. 

. What is the reafon, that Northern Winds are 
Colder than Southern >?

And 
from this different Sciruation is deriv’d alfo the 
Caufe, why the Northern Winds are more Bluftring 
than the Southern, For the Air and Vapors of the 
Northern Climates are more Condenfe than thofe 
of the Southern, as being at a greater diftance from 
the Rarifying Heat of the Sun. And we are fenfi- 
ble from common Experience, as well as from the 
reafon of the thing, that Condenfe Bodies move 
with greater Violence, than thofe, that ‘are more 
Rarified. 

As to the fecond Queftion, fince, as the Rain 
Diftills from the Clouds, fo Clouds are Vapors 
Exhal’d and Elevated by the Heat of the Sun, no 
wonder, that Southern Winds, which procede from 
Climates Nearer to the Sun, fhou'd bring Rain, 
fince they drive the Clouds before them. 

Q. Suppofé an only Son inclin'd to get his living 
at Sea, bis Father agreeing to st, and approving of 
st; but his Mother upon p Bee Confiderations obdu- 
rately averfe to it, howas the Son to acquit himfelf ?

SIR, 


THAT we have moft Material is, the Writing 
W produc’d by the Refident of Holftein, upon his 
Return from Paris. Monfieur Petticum returning to the 
Hague, may, if he pleates, let the Penfiouary know, 
that it would be impoffible for the King to execute the 
37th Article of the Preliminaries, even jho’ his Maje- 
fty fhoutd refolve to fign it. That without examining 
the Obfervations which might be made uponthe Words 
and Form of the other Articles, it iscertain, that they 
were propos’d by the Allies, fix Months ago, only wirh 
dafign ro hinder, by a Sufpenfion of Arms, the Opera- 
tions of the Campaign, then ready to be open’d : Thar as 
the Events of War might poffibly change the Dilpofiti. 
ons which feem’d conduéftive ro the Conclufion of the 
Peace, it was then a Point of Prudence,to prevent ’em. 
That this Reaion is no longer fuch, becaute the Winter 
natnrally fettles an Armittice, without any Agreement 
by Writing. That, therefore, without any farther Menti- 
onofthe Articles Preliminary the three Winter- Months 
might be {pent in treating of Peace definitely, (or pe- 
remptorily.) That fuppreffing the Form of thofe Arti- 
cles, the King would leave the Suftance thereof; and that 
they fhould treat on the part of his Majefty and that of 
the Allies, upon the Foundation of the Conditions to 
which he was pleas’d to confent, for the Satisfaction of 
the Emperor, the Empire, England, Holland, and their 
Allies; notwithftanding he did declare, that thofe Cone 
ditions ‘hould be void, if they were not accepted during 
the Conferences held at the Hague. That he is ready to 
refume the Negociation upon the fame Foot; to name 
Plenipotentiaries for that end ; and to fend them to fuch 
a place, as thall be agreed upon, to begin to confer with 
thofe of the Allies, the Firlt of January. If they con- 
fent to enter upon a Negociation, Monfienr Pettecum 
might forthwith return, to regulate the Pafports, and 
other Formalities, tor the Place of Congrels, and the 
Manner ot Affembling. The Writing appears to the

forbear to expreis their juft Indignation againg the Dif 
ingenuity of the Court ot France. ‘
